Charlotte, X. C., Oct. 20.—The ova- 


tion which 1'resident Itoosevelt re- 
ceived during his journey ihrouttU Vir- 
ginia WHS continued as 
he traveled 


through North Carolina. 
beginning 


with Ills arrival at Ituleigu ut 0 o'clock 
yesterday morning he was greeted by 
cheering crowds at Uurlmui, Greens 
boro, High 1'oiut, Lexington. Salisbury 
and Charlotte, the demonstration in 
this city being a fitting farewell of the 
citixens of the Tarheel state. 


During the 30 minutes of the presi- 


dent's stay here lust evening he had 
from 23,000 people a reception of the 
most enthusiastic character. He cre- 
ated the wildest enthusiasm by re- 
ferring to the Mecklenburg declaration 
of ludependuuce, to Mrs. T. J. Jackson, 
widow of General Stonewall Jncksou, 
and Lieutenant William E. Slilpp, a 
monument to whom he passed en route 
to Vance park, where he spoke for IS 
minutes. 


The feature of his visit was his meet- 


Ing with the widow of the great Con- 
federate 
leader. 
When the 
train 


pulled in Mrs. Jackson was present as 
the head of a committee of ladies, ap- 
pointed by Mayor McMnch to receive 
Mrs. Roosevelt. 
When the president 


•was introduced he took her hnud and 
remained talking fur five minuies. 


"Mrs. Jackson," be snid, "you do not 


know how glad I am to meet you. 
Why, 
It Is worth the whole trip down 


here to have a chance to shake your 
hand." He referred to her grandson, 
Jackson Christian, whom he appointed' 
to a cadetsuip nt West Point. "He is 
a mighty fine fellow, Mrs. Jackson, a 
mighty fine fellow, by jove." 


The feature of the day was the presi- 


dent's visit to the fair which Is in 
progress at Raleigh. There he deliv- 
ered an address which dealt with the 
important questions of railroad owner- 
chip and the organizations of capital 
and labor. 


Discussing railroad rates, the presi- 


dent declared that government control 
Is necessary, as it would put an end to 
delay and shams. He urged the people 
to take care to preserve forests and 
said that the creation of reserves would 
be a profitable policy. In conclusion 
the president praised the 
Industrial 


.progress of the state. 


At Durham, where a stop of about 10 


minutes was made, the president de- 
voted his remarks to the students of 
Trinity college. A fiat car had been 
converted into a gaily decorated stand 
and from this the president spoke. In 
the course of his remarks to the stu- 
dents the president said-: 


"We have the right to expect from 


college men not merely disinterested 
service, but Intelligent service. 
The 


few peoples who exercise self-govern- 
ment alwaye have to war not merely 
agalnit the knavish man who deliber- 
ately does what he knows to be wrong, 
but against the foolish man who may 
mean very well but who in actual fact 
turns out the ally of the other man 
who does not mean well; and we must 
depend upon you men who have been 
given special facilities In education to 
iruide our people aright so that they 
shall neither fall Into the pit of folly 
•nor Intevthe pit of knavery." 


This morning the president paid a 


visit to Roswell, Ga., the home of his 
mother. 
From there he goes to At- 


lanta, where most of the day will be 
(pent. Mrs. Roosevelt will leave him 
when Atlanta Is reached and return to 
•Washington.

with Congressman (iardner, lias been 
In Washington for two days conferring 
with the state department, stating that 
American registered vessels have ttie 
right to h'sh ou the treaty coast of New- 
foundland, provided the dwuer, master 
and mate are Americans. 


The herring ashing fleet, the greater 


part of which has been held in the 
harbor pending the settlement of what 
was believed to be a very delicate 
question, will leave at once for the west 
coast of Newfoundland, principally for 
the Bay of Islands and Uonue bay, 
where, It is understood, the lish have 
already appeared. 


The following telegram was re- 


ceived from Washington by President 
Cunningham of the Uloucoster Board of 
Trade: 


"Vessels of American register have 


the right to fish at any point, bay, har- 
bor or inlet ou the treaty coast of f!ew- 
fouudland. with or without entering at 
local Newfoundland custom houses, 
for any kind of fish in any 
method 


they think best, provided owner and 
master aud mate are Americans, irre- 
spective of nationality of crews or of 
locality where crews are shipped, ex- 
cept Newfoundland crews ahlpped in 
Newfoundland territorial waters within 
the three-mile limit. 


"If Newfoundland has local laws, 


which I do not think is the case, for- 
bidding her citizens to ship In foreign 
ports or ou the high seas for purpose 
of fishing In her own waters, your 
rights may not be so clear as far aa 
Newfoundlanders shipped at 
Sydney

Milk Supply ol Southern Cities. 


An interesting Government accouut 


of the milk supply of twenty-Dine 
Southern cities'throws some light upon 
the general dairy situation in that sec- 
tion. The use of milk Is much less 
general than Iu the North, the city of 
Eichmond uslog only H pints per in- 
habitant daily, and Mobile only one- 
half pint, while the sale of cream Is ex- 
ceedingly light. No doubt the intro- 
duction of better milk under letter 
conditions would Immensely Improve 
the market. 
The fleures are greatly 


suggestive as showing that the sale of 
milk is greatly affected by conditions of 
supply- 
In the South milk is carelessly haul- 


died aud carelessly put upon the market 
while the price la high. In the North 
the best sale of milk Is during hot 
weather and a hot season Improves the 
milk market. Naturally the Southern 
markets should be better than those of 
the North. Two features are especially 
mentioned by the author of tht account 
—one the keeping of cows lu small en- 
closure* within Ibsclty limits aud the 
other the delivery of warm milk. Tbew 
two Items show suggestively how back- 
ward I* the milk bualneas of the South.

All sorts of devices are mode for 


helping along light housekeeping, says 
the Brooklyn Times. One that costs 
but a trifle Is a little Ironing board 
for doing np handkerchiefs, stocks, 
dollies and even muslin ^hlrt waists. 
Take any piece ot board of any kind of 
T/ood not too heavy and measuring 
about 80 by 10 inches. 
Cover It flrst 


•with n piece of old bed blanket or tick- 
Ing, using several thicknesses; then 
cover with white cotton cloth which 
may also be of old material. 
Now 


make an outer covering of one thick- 
ness shaped so that it can be slipped 
off. and on like a bag. 
It can then be 


wAhed or replaced when worn, fas- 
ten a loop of leather, using a bit of an 
old shoe, on to one end of the board 
and hang in the closet where It will 
be out of the vcnj and where It will 
keep clean. 


Most apartments and rooms are pro- 


vided with hot water, and the washing 
of a few small articles Is but a mo- 
ment's work. But however thorough- 
ly they are washed, the articles will 
become gray after a time If not boiled 
or brought to the scalding point. To 
do this buy a two quart tin pan to set 
over the gas burner, and in this minia- 
ture wash boiler scald each small piece. 
To starch the articles dissolve a level 
tablespoon of starch m one quart of 
lukewarm water, dip the piece In, 
wring dry and roll np for half an hour, 
when It will be ready to Iron.

A Wathliiftou woman who pa*a«d 


through three yellow fever epidemic* 
uiul who nursed hundreds of putivntt 
kept it rvcprd and scraplwok of her ex- 
periences, sny« the Washington Tost. 
At the outset she declares that her ex- 
l»rlence has taught her that yellow 
fever Is very simple and requires to l>e 
treated differently from most fevers. 
All strong medicines and drugs, she 
mys, are to be avoided as much as pos- 
sible. Tlie main point is to recognize 
the first symptoms, which In them- 
selves are so simple that iiuiny people 
have hnd the fever several days before 
discovering It. and the danger lies at 
the start in letting It run too long be- 
fore beginning treatment. 


As soon as the disease Is recognized 


the nurse must sec that tbe patienr Is 
put to bed Instantly and given a dose 
of castor oil, the first and only dose of 
medicine necessary. The object from 
that time on Is to keep the patient iu 
a mild perspiration, Induced by orange 
leaf tea, and to prevent vomiting 
mustard plasters are placed upon the 
back and sumiach. Talk and company 
are excluded. Drafts are avoided by 
keeping three sides of the bed inclosed 
lu sheets, yet at the same time fresh 
nir must be insured by leaving the 
windows open. , Thus the directions 
read through many pages from the 
first day to the ninth, when all danger 
Is past. 


The use of champagne in yellow fe- 


ver might be regarded as a Joke, but as 
a matter of fact Uiis lady used it with 
pronounced success. It la a light, dry 
wine such as the patient on about the 
eighth day can retain on his stomach, 
when whisky or brandy or even port 
wine would be too strong and heavy. 
Patients must uot be allowed to eat too 
much, yet at tie same time care must 
be taken to avoid starving them, for In 
that ca.se they are In danger of dying 
from overeating during convalescence, 
a thing which, according to this lady, 
happened in numerous cases In Galves- 
ton during one of the epidemics. 


Perspiration, she says, must be kept 


np, yet at the same time care must be 
taken to avoid sweating the patient 
to death, and when time comes to re- 
move the cover this must be taken off 
gradually. 
All tbe remedies must be 


mllrl, milk must be avoided and care 
taken to keep the patient's digestive 
organs In a condition as near normal 
as possible. The treatment given by 
this lady hns been followed with suc- 
cess, with minor variations, by old and' 
experienced nurses In tie south for a 
century or more.

OP THE CITY CLUB OF NEW YORK, 


IN MEMORY OP WHEELER H. 


PECKHAM. , 


Wheeler H. Peckham, President o 


the City Club of New York for fivi 
years ending in December, 1904,died on 
the 27th day of September, 1905. 


It was out of a sense of growing phy- 


sical weakness, and to a presentiment 
that the end was not far distant, that 
lie laid aside the leadership of this 
Club. It was done tenderly aud reluc- 
tantly, for he Knew, lu this -office, he 
was performing his last labors for the 
great city he loved so well. 


Mr. Peckham would uot have under- 


stood what it is to try to make friends 
—hia wan a rugged, perhaps to some an 
impenetrable, demeanor—but in reality 
this served tn shield a moHt sensitive, 
delicate nature, and Hcarcely concealed 
the kindest of hearts; and so hid death 
touches every member of thisClub, who 
knew him, with a bitter personal be. 
reavcnient. 


But it Is in a broader sense that his 


IOM Is greatest to this Club. He was 
the very embodiment of its spirit. He 
would uot have known bow to have 
shaped his course in municipal affairs 
in violation of the principals which 
this Club was founded to'maintain. 


Whenever he rose to speak lu the 


councils of the Club, every auditor 
knew what position be would take and 
where he would be found. He never 
said a word he did uot believe. He 
never believed a thing that was not 
right, and, if any good cause waa to be 
subserved, be ne'ver failed to say what 
he believed. 
Jrresistiby. aid with 


splendid courage, indifferent to fate, he 
always led toward houeety and square 
dealing aud the truth, and never in any 
other direction for oue moment or for 
one inch. Such he was to the City 
Club. 


He was all this and more to the city 


at large. He loved New York. New 
York loved him. 


He was not given to eulogy. He 


would not care to be eulogized. Yet, it 
Is only the plain truth to say, that his 
life history is the history of reform poll- 
tics iu the City of New York, and that 
no man within It ever enjoyed a great- 
er share of absolutely unqualified re-
